you  can  see  in 
the  picture.  The 
picture  is  of  a 
—  closed  captioned 
screen  kit  that  was  available  during  a  captioned 
showing  of  the  movie  Titanic  last  Saturday.  This 
historical  experiment  has  the  potential  of  making 
all  movies  accessible  to  the  Deaf  community  with 
the  use  of  technology.  This  is  not  only  a  step 
that  has  an  impact  on  our  community  but  it  will 
also  impact  our  educational  system.  Closed 
captioning  has  shown  its  role  in  the  Deaf 
community  and  has  a  significant  impact  on  our 
teaching  Deaf/Hard  of  hearing  children  how  to 
do  well  in  English.  The  importance  of  having 
basic  English  skills  will  determine  the 
accessibility  of  services  in  the  community.  That 
is  why  we  in  the  Elementary  department  are 
aggressive  in  using  Deaf  people's  first  language, 
American  Sign  Language,  in  order  to  build  a 
bridge  to  English.  We  are  working  with  Glenda 
Zmijewski  more  closely  this  year  than  ever.  Jill 
Lestina  and  Laura  Gaalema  will  be  leading  the 
Language  Arts  teachers  of  Elementary  and  they 
will  be  working  closely  with  all  of  our  teachers 
to  help  increase  the  efficiency  of  delivering  die 
curriculum.  The  challenge  is  how  to  use  this 
Literacy  curriculum  with  an  "English  as  a  Second 
Language"  approach  with  children  who  are  still 
acquiring  ASL.  Again,  we  recognize  how 
important  it  is  to  be  bilingual  and  to  use  both 
languages  for  the  accessibility  of  our  society  and 
we  want  your  children  to  be  fluent  so  they  can 
get  the  most  out  of  what  this  beautiful  life  has  to 
offer.

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Idea  for  science  project  at  home 

Scientific  minds  are  highly  valued  in 
our  society  as  well  as  many  other 
kinds  of  minds.  There  are 
opportunities  to  develop  scientific 
minds  in  your  family  at  home.  Your 
home  is  also  great  place  where 
many  science  projects  can  occur  naturally.  Here 
is  one  of  the  projects  that  you  may  like  to  do 
with  your  children).  The  project  is  to  observe 
the  growth  of  a  bulb  from  a  seed  into  a  flower. 
First,  purchase  three  big  bulbs,  clear  plastic 
balls,  and  a  wide  bowl  that  will  just  hold  the 
balls.  Second,  put  the  balls  and  a  little  water 
(one  centimeter  high)  in  the  bowl  and  put  the 
bulbs  on  top  of  it.  Be  sure  to  mark  the  bulbs 
ith  code  for  example,  blue,  yellow  or  green. 
Make  a  chart  to  show  the  progress.  For 
example,  what  you  observed  on  the  first  day, 
after  the  first  week,  the  second  week  and  so  on. 
Include  columns  to  show  how  many  shoots 
came  out  of  bulbs, 
how  long  the  leave 
are,  how  many 
flowers  they  have, 
what  color  they  are, 
and  so  on.  When 
leaves  begin  to  peek 
out  of  the  bulb,  your 
child(ren)  can  measure  them  and  make  a  record 
of  it  on  the  chart.  It  should  be  fun  for  your 
family  to  observe  and  talk  about  this  experience. 
It  will  be  a  great  conversation  piece  during 
dinner  time.

"The  Clouds  and  Storms  Posters" 

We  made  a  poster  with  cotton  balls  to 
represent  clouds  and  used  crayons  to  draw  or 
color  the  surroundings.  The  class  enjoyed  the 
activity  and  we  watched  a  videotaped  show 
-pv  about  clouds  and  storms.  The 
0  class  learned  about  high  clouds, 
C/CdC-fcJ*  and  fog  as  low  clouds.  We  also 
'  *  *  learned  about  storms  like 

*  tornadoes,  hurricanes,  thunderstorms 
and  changing  clouds. 

Now,  the  class  is  able  to  predict  the 
weather  by  watching  outside  and  can  determine 
what  the  weather  will  be  for  the  day. 


"The  external  and  internal  body  parts" 

We  studied  the  human  body’s  external  human 
body  parts  (head,  eyes,  shoulder,  arms,  hands, 
legs,  feet,  and  ears).  We  also  studied  the 
human  body’s  internal  parts  (lungs,  heart, 
stomach,  intestine,  and 
and  their  functions.  We 
made  a  poster  of  each 
student's  outline  (each 
student  lay  down  on  a 
sheet  of  butcher  paper 
and  another  student 
helped  draw  the  outline 
onto  the  butcher  paper).

Several  classes  have  been  invited  to 
attend  “  A  Day  of  the  Arts  at  the  Governor’s 
Residence”  with  Mrs.  O’Bannon  on  September 
10.  Each  of  five  classes  will  be  involved  in  two 
art-making  activities  as  well  as  one 
presentation.  Several  classes  attended  this 
event  last  year. 

I  have  just  negotiated  and  closed  a 
contract  with  Bonnie  Stahlecker  to  come  and 
provide  two-workshops  to  each  of  the  3  rd,  4th, 
and  5th  grade  classes  in  November.  Bonnie  is  a 
well-known  book  artist  who  has  adapted  the 
technical  knowledge  of  bookbinding  into  fun, 
easy-to-ao  books  that  are  creative  and 
imaginative.  In  addition,  Bonnie  teaches  a  full 
range  of  pop  up  structures  that  can  be  adapted 
into  books. 
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Bonnie  Stahlecker  challenges  the 
students  with  lectures  on  the  history  of  the  book 
that  involves  them  with  question  and  answers. 

She  shows  many  artifacts  from  clay  tablets  to 
illuminated  manuscripts,  cast  metal  type,  and  a 
leaf  of  the  Gutenberg  Bible.  Additional,  she 
has  a  slide  lecture  that  shows  the  wide  range  of 
contemporary  artist  books  that  defy  the 
traditional  definition  of  a  book  and  inspire  the 
students  to  be  creative  with  their  own  books. 

Bonnie  Stahlecker  brings  into  the 
classroom  a  sampling  of  her  work  and  discusses 
freely  with  the  students  why  and  how  the  books 
were  done.  She  talks  about  what  motivates  her 
as  an  artist,  and  how  she  does  creative  problem 
solving  to  further  her  artistic  expression.

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Tips  For  Dealing  With  Non- 
Signers  In  Holidays 

Holidays  are  a  time  when  most 
families  gather  together  with  lots  of 
extended  relatives.  This  is  often  a 
stressful  time  for  Deaf  children  and  parents  (either  hearing  or 
Deaf)  in  the  situation  where  most  of  the  extended  family 
doesn’t  know  sign.  Here  are  several  tips  that  may  help  your 
child  create  more  of  a  bond  with  nonsigners.  Set  up  a  table 
during  feast  time  where  at  least  the  majority  do  sign  so  the 
child  can  ask  questions  and  get  to  know  nonsigning  family 
members.  Play  games  like  Pictionary  or  Guesstures  (such 
games  don't  require  much  signs  but  encourage  more  family 
members  to  use  gestures,  and  it  is  fun.)  Leave  several  paper 
pads  and  pens  around  the  place  so  family  members  can 
communicate  with  your  child.  Encourage  family  members  to 
use  gestures.  Deaf  children  are  really  good  at  interacting 
with  hearing  peers  because  the  younger  they  are  the  easier 
they  play  together.  The  older  the  children  are,  the  more  they 
will  want  to  be  involved  in  conversation  and  the  more  likely 
it  will  be  that  they  will  feel  left  out  if  not  included.  Then  you 
can  resort  to  those  tips  I  mentioned  above.  Good  luck  and 
Happy  Holidays!

Last  week,  we  went  to  Bob  Downing's 
office.  He  sells  many  kinds  of  equipment 
that  deaf  people  can  use.  We  got  to  push 
the  doorbell  and  see  the  flashing  light 
come  on!  We  also  felt  two  different  kinds 
of  vibrating  alarms  to  wake  us  up  in  bed. 

It  was  neat  to  feel. 

It  was  very  powerful 
and  so  loud  too!  We 
also  typed  on  a  TTY 
(phones  that  are 
used  for  Deaf 
people).  There  were  so  many  other  things 
that  we  saw,  too,  such  as  vibrators  in 
watches  and  pagers,  and  alarms  with 
flashing  lights  that  alert  you  when  a  baby 
cries.  Upon  our  return,  we  were  able  to 
discuss  things  that  the  hearing  and  Deaf 
people  use  in  their  daily  lives! 

This  week,  we  are  working  hard  to  develop 
our  shopping  list  using  our  prediction  skills 


The  fourth  grade  students  have  been  busy 
learning  about  parasites  and  decomposers  in 
Science.  We  put  worms  in  jars  with  layers  of 
sand  and  soil,  but  some  of  them  didn’t  survive 
long  enough  to  stir  up  the  layers  like  they  were 
supposed  to! 

In  Math  class,  we’ve  been  getting  ready  to  jump 
into  some  ‘real’  Algebra  activities.  We’ve  been 
multiplying,  estimating,  finding  factors,  dividing 
with  remainders,  finding  common  multiples, 
learning  about  order  of  operations,  and  trying  to 
decide  which  operations  to  use  when  attempting 
to  solve  various  problems. 

We  had  a  good  time  both  performing  and 
watching  the  play,  “Stone  Soup”.  Third,  fourth, 
and  fifth  grades  were  invited  to  watch.  We  were 
thrilled  that  many  parents  were  able  to  come  to 
watch  the  play,  too!

The  Subject  of  Families 
December  9, 1998 

Mrs  Oil’s  and  Miss  Jones’  classes  have 
been  discussing  the  concept  of  “family”.  We 
started  talking  about  our  personal  families  and 
their  members.  We  are  making  a  family  tree  of 
our  personal  families  and  our  school  family.  We 
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are  discussing  the  roles  of  the  various  members  of 
our  families  at  home  and  at  school. 

During  reading  class  we  are  also 
discussing  “family  Words  have  families.  We 
have  been  using  the  word  families  of  “at”  and  “ig” 
to  create  new  words  such  as  “bat”  and  “pig.”  We 
study  the  meaning  of  the  new  words,  use  in 
sentences,  and  spell  them. 

In  math  class  we  are  using  the  family  of 
the  “Base  Ten  Units.”  We  label  each  group  of 
units  as  ones,  tens,  or  hundreds.  We  have  learned 
that  each  group  can  have  only  9  units.  Therefore 
we  can  only  have  9  ones.  The  10th  unit  becomes 
a  part  of  the  tens  group.  The  same  thing  happens 
with  the  tens.  When  we  get  10  tens  we  must  trade 
for  a  hundredth  unit.  It  sound  complicated,  but  it 
is  really  easy  and  fun. 

Families  also  socialize  in  various  ways. 
We  are  practicing  polite  ways  to  interact  in  a 
family.  We  discuss  how  to  treat  other  people, 
how  to  talk  with  other  people,  and  how  to  respect 
people. 

The  concept  of  “family”  is  a  part  of  our 
ntire  life.
